Craved by jealousy, so neighbors aa- 


sert, George MehoUik, 40 years old, 
murdeied his wife and three childrea 
at Trotter early this morning and thea 
committed suicide. An unborn cliihl, 
said to be the cause of the tragedy, 
makes the toll of death actually six. 
Two sons, now orphans, were the only 
member*. o£ the family to escape their 
doom.

Every indication points to the fact 


that the murders were premeditated. 
Tl^je husband and wife had been quar- 
leling- for months, ever since he was 
summoned to their former home at 
Salge, Sarosmegge, Austria, by ru- 
morfa of the woman's unfaithfulness, 
to biing her back to this country. 


The family arrived in Trotter OH 


May 29, and until they 
rented 
a 


house, lived at the home of Michael 
MehoLUk. 
There they 
quarred 
al- 


most continually, and it is believed 
that the family troubles drove the 
murderer insane. 
The unborn chad 


is said to have been the cause of tha 
tragedy. One of Mehollik's relatives 
a distant cousin, came to this coun- 
try shortly after the family arrived 
in Trotter, and was a ^frequent -vis- 
itor at the house. Testerday he waa 
visiting the woman. , "When her hus- 
band entered the room, It is said, she 
told him he was f there for a pillow 
slip which Mrs. Mehollik had 
prom- 


ised him before the left the old coi/n- 
try. 


That Mehollik was dissatisfied 
with 


the explanation and that he broodct* 
over the affair is indicated. In the 
morning he went to both masses at 
St John the Evangelist Church. Dui- 
ing tho remainder of the day he sat 
about the house, watching his little 
daughter at play with several other 
children. Tho youngsteis were play- 
ing childlhh games In the street be- 
neath the large maple trees, and fre-* 
quently it was noticed by neighbors

After entering the

He 
oJot>ed th duor and turne-d the stroiijj 
wooden latch, insuring himself against 
interruption. Then he walked, to the 
bed. 
Mrs. Metiollilc and the children 


were sleeping. 
The position of the 


woman's, body when viewed by Coro- 
ner IT. J Bell indicated this. One shot 
from tho levoKcr was sufficient to end 
her life and that of her unborn babe, 


Whe,n the children, were awakened 


by the sound ot the shot, they were 
pushed back into bed, and' with accu- 
rate aim the father pulled the trigger 
of the still smoking- revolver. All of 
tho children were shot in the breast; 
two of them through the heart. Death 
was instantaneous.

Small Fruit Pests. 


Garden vegetables are remarkably 


free from diseases and Innsct peats. 


This is duo to the fact that they are 


nearly allfcnnuals and thoy ore grown 
In smalt quaitltles and on different 
locations even' year or BO. 


Small bush fruits, on the other hand, 


are almost certain to *: seriously dam- 
aged by a number of parasites unless 
they receive the necessary care to pro- 
tect 
them. 
The conditions 
under 


which this class of back yard crops 
grows is favorable to the development 
of these pests. 


The plants are long lived and fre- 


quently carry the larvae or the apores 
of their respective parasites over from 
season to season. As handled by most 
people, the diseased stems, leaves and 
fruits are left on the ground about the 
bushes, and parasites propagate in 
such rubbish with vigor. 


Probably the moat general and the 


most destructive pest encountered on 
the bush fruits IB some form of foliage 
eating worm, like the larvae of the saw- 
fly. There worms appear almost aa 
aoon aa the leaves are out and they 
will soon strip tlie entire bush of ita 
foliage unless they are promptly ex- 
terminated 
It is fortunate that they 


can. be killed very easily if properly 
troated, and the treatment will apply 
equally -well 
-with 
any 
leaf-eating 


worm. 


j 
Tho saw-fly's eggs are laid on th« 


under sido of the leaves, especially 
!those leaves located well down In the 
center of the plant. Watch your berry 
bushes closely and get busy ns soon 
as you notice little holes in any ot tho 


lower leaves, as that means that the, 
•worms are there and are getting in, 
their -work of destruction. If taken in 
hand nov.% there will be little trouble 
or expense involved, so act promptly. 
Get some powdered -white hellebore 
aud dust it on, all of the foliage in tha 
teglon. where the worms have began 
work. Scatter it thickly and get it on, 
both sides of the leavee. Do the dust- 
ing early in the morning, before the 
dew is off tha leaves. The powder will 
then, stick fast and will remain until 
the next heavy rain. 


It it should rain Immediately, pow- 


der again. The whole bush aboold be 
treated 11 tie worms hare got a .good! 
start, and if you allow these -worms. to> 
strip the foliage the fruit -wfll be 
email, shriveled and tasteless- Re- 
member that the leaves, are both th& 
digestive, and respiratory orgaax>of the 
plant, and without them It can, neither 
eat nor breoi&e.
